cleane and holy. Alſo out Sadiour Chriſt 
admitteth children to his preſence,embra- 
cing and bleſſing them. Which teſtimonies 
of the holy Ghoſt aſſure xs, that Infants 
be of the number of Gods people, & that 
remiſlion of ſinnes alſo doth appertaineto 
them in Chriſt. Therefore without iniurie 
they cannot bedebarred from the common 
ſigne of Gods children. And yet is not this 
out ward action of ſuch neceſſitĩe, that the 
lacke thereof ſhall bee hurtſull to their (al;

maynot conueniently bee preſented to the 
Church. But wee ( having reſpect to that 
obedicnce which Chriſtians owe to the 
voyce and ordinance of Chriſt Icſus,(who 
commanded to preach & baprize all with- 
out exception) doe iudge them onely vn- 
worthic of any fellowſhip with him, who 
contemptuouſly refuſe ſuch ordinarie 
meanes. , as his godly wiſedome hath 
appointed to the inſtruct ion of our dull 
foules. 

Furthermore, it is evident, that Baptiſme 
was ordained to bee miniſtred in the ele- 
ment of water, to teach vs, that like as wa- 
tet out wardly docth waſh away the filthof 
the body, ſo inwardly doth the vertue of 
Chriſts Blood pars our ſoules from that 
corruption and deadly poyſon, wherewich 
by nature wee were infected t whoſe vene- 
mous dregges , although rhey continue 
in this our fleſh, yer by che merites of his 
death, are not impured. vnto ys, becauſe the 
juſtice of Ieſus Chriſt is made ours by 
Baptiſme : not that wee thinke any ſuch

ſignified by the ſame: And this the Scrip. 
ture calleth our Regeneration, which ſtan.

lious laſtes of the fleſh : and in newnefle of 
life: whereby wee continuallie ſtrive to 
walke in that puteneſſe and perfection, 
wherewith we are clad in Baptilme, 

nd although we, in the journey of this

the multitude, aſwell of lewes as Gentiles 
by the preaching of the holy Apoſtles. But 
who gaue obedrence 2 Who trembled, and 
conſtantly feared thy hot diſpleaſure? Who 
did right ly acknowledge the time of their 
viſitation? And who did embrace & keepe 
to the end thy fatherly prouidence? 
Only they, O Lord.t whom thy Spirir 
wasthe'inward teacher, whoſe hearrs thou 
openedſt,& from who thou remouedſt te- 
bellion & infidelity,the'reſt wereexternal- 
ly called, but obeyed not: they heard aſwel 
ercie offred, as threatnings pronounced, 
but neither with the one nor with the o- 
ther were they effectually moued. Wee ac- 
knowledge, O Lord, that the ſame corrup- 
tion lurketh in vs, that budded foorti in 
them ro their deſtruct ion & iuſt condem- 
nation. And therefore wee moſt humbly 
beſeech thee, O Father of metcy, for leſus

by the power of thy holy Spirit, that thou 
will write & ſcale in them that holy feare 
and reuerence, Which thou craueſt of thy 
choſen Children, and that faithfull obedi. 
ence to thy holy Will, together with the 
feeling and ſenſe , that our ſinnes are fully 
purged, and freely temitted by that onely 
one Sacrifice, which onely by it ſelfe is ac- 
ceptable vnto thee, to wit, the obedicnce, 
death and mediation of thy onely Sonne, 
our Soucraigne Lord, only Paſtour, Media- 
tour, and high Prieſt ,, our Lord Ieſus 
Chriſt, To whom with thee and with the 
Holy Ghoſt , bee ail honour and glory, 
world. without end.
